Forty »en, with a lieu- 
tenant, were left as a garrison, the others 
returning to Romblom. 


Company E »f the Thirty-fifth regi- 


ment and company G of the Fourth regi- 
ment encountered 56 insurgents behind 
stone tfenches in the high mountains 
near Norzagaray. There was persistent 
fighting, and seven Americans were 
wounded. Finally company G, by a 
flanking movement, carried the trenches. 
Trumpeter Speaker has been commended 
for "determined bravery" by General 
Funeton.

earth, unifying mankind in aim and en- 
deavor. They stooped again, and this 
time they picked up a bit of rock, and 
instantly their old philosophy vanishes 
and in the wonderful workings of 
things there Is no good, no beauty, 
nothing concerning which the "splen- 
did isolation" folk can say, "It is well." 
Commerce, the civilizer, beames "cap- 
italistic imperialism" in the eyes of 
"splendid isolation" and poor splendid 
isolation is splendid only in its helpless, 
hermit solitude, for it has no lamp for 
the feet of men. 


The capitalistic foreigner is roaming 


over the world seeking whom he may 
devour, if we are to believe the men 
who are splendid in their self-imposed 
solitary confinement. But he will con- 
tinue to roam, as he has roamed since 
ships were made to sail the seas. He 
will buy and sell, and build and manu- 
facture wherever it suits him under the 
sun. He feels his right to his room 
anywhere on the face of the earth he 
may choose to place himself. If he 
knows the higher right arid better gov- 
ernment than the right and govern- 
ment under which he locates he will 
work for something similar to that 
right and that government and he will 
win. There is no power in all the uni- 
verse that can stay him, unless plan- 
etary disaster.

The law certainly seems to be in fa- 


vor of band concerts. At last night's 
neeting of the city council two con- 
»icting suoreme court decisions were 
cited to show that there was a differ- 
ence of opinion among 
authorities. 


These decisions cannot be fairly set in 
opposition to one another. The opin- 
ion of Justice Holmes, the one on which 
the argument favorable to concerts is 
based, is an, opinion rendered on law 
dating not less than 10 years later than 
the law on which the opposing decision 
is based. The law of which the oppos- 
ing interpretation was given was not 
in force, and had not been for years, 
when Justice Holmes gave his inter- 
pretation favorable to band concerts. 
Clearly this makes the Justice Holmes 
opinion the only opinion to be consid- 
ered in the present case. This leaves 
us, then, with the fact that as the 
law now stands and according to the 
supreme court interpretation of it, the 
city has the right and power to ap- 
propriate monev for band 
concerts. 


Men may take exception to the decision 
of Justice Holmes and may feel that 
his interpretation of me law is ex- 
treme on the side of extraordinary ex- 
penditure, but that floes not in any 
way alted the case. 
"W nether his de- 


cision is right or wrong, just or un- 
just, it is the law until overruled. It 
is not likely that any: overruling will 
soon take place, so the city will not be 
running a risk of greai magnitude If it 
appropriates money for band concerts. 
We have no business to go behind the 
present law and the opinion of Justice 
Holmes. 
Whether the city council 


thinks it wise to appropriate money 
for band concerts is another Question. 
We believe public opinion favors the 
concerts. 


AN ABANDONED PHILOSOPHY

The following la the paper on the 


school* of North Adam* SO y*an ago, 
written by Miss Phoato* BurUngams, 
and read: at the anual public meatlng 
of the Fort Massachusetts historical 
society. 


It is stated in history that tho first 


men who came to 'North Adams, had 
little or no money. They looked upon 
a wilderness—valleys covered with 
dense forests and shut in by rocky 
hills. Out of this wilderness they pre- 
pared to wrest a living for themselves 
and those they loved, armed only with 
their skillful hands, strong bodies and 
hearts of oak. As soon as the simple 
living that satisfied our forefathers 
and foremothers was assured, like all 
New Englanders, they began to think 
and plan for the education of their 
children. While all the outward appli- 
ances were simple and rude—one can 
imagine the astonishment of these 
early settlers could they see our beau- 
tiful modern school houses with tele- 
phones, furnaces, libraries, etc.—yet 
these sturdy ancestors of ours had 
caught the great central truth of edu- 
cation—first get your teacher. As Gar- 
field aptly said: "A log with Mark 
Hopkins at one end and a student at 
the other, became a college." The 
teacher "born" as well as made, with 
knowledge and resources, is the pivotal 
necessity and in those early days 
when there was little money and no 
appliances, when the short term of the 
public school must be supplemented by 
the private school, if at all, it is safe 
to say that no good teacher ever came 
to North Adams and failed to find pu- 
pils. It is of these early district and 
private schools that the writer would 
like to give a few items, a handful of 
"forget-me-nots' 'gathered from the 
personal recollections of a friend. The 
earliest school of her remembrance 
dates back to the year 1828, a private 
or select school taught by John Darby, 
a student of Williams college., who 
taught a part of the year to get the 
means for finishing his college course. 
Mr. Darby was a born teacher, bright, 
active, full of resources and eventually 
became a professor and educator in 
the best sense of the word. Mr. Darby 
received his first inspiration from a 
visit to a Williams college commence- 
ment. On his return he walked up and 
down the floor in great excitement and 
in the graphic words of his mother ex- 
claimed: "I must have lamin'; I must 
have larnini'. His poor mother could 
see no way, but the ambitious boy 
found one and fitted himself to inspire 
that same love of letters in others. In 
the little school room of Mr. Darby, the 
desks extended around three sides and 
the older pupils sat with their faces 
towards the walls—not a bad arrange- 
ment for the mischievous. This school 
was kept over William E. Brayton's 
store and the post office, now Mr. Has- 
tings' drug store on Front street, as 
Main street was then called. The ad- 
vantages of a small .number of pupils 
under such a lover ol* learning as John 
Darby and in constant contact with 
such a mind are not so much below 
those of a pupil who is rushing through 
the graded school of today. The next 
school remembered was kept in a small 
weather 
stained building on Back 


street, now Centre, nearly opposite the 
present site of Columbia theatre. This 
was as many people called it, a 
"deestrict" 
school. 
The 
branches 


taught were the "three R's" together 
with geography and grammar—tha pu- 
pils also learned their a, b, abs, read- 
ing and speling, from "Webster's spell- 
ing book." They learned to spell in 
those days, coming out in class as, 
standing with their toes on a crack, 
going proudly to the head or ignomln- 
iously to the foot or "balancing up and 
down the middle." 
In this school 


while there were few branches and no 
"ologies" everything was learned with 
great thoroughness word for word, let- 
ter for letter. There was also about 
this time a select school kept by Miss 
Temperance Cottreli on the present 
site of the Catholic church, Eaglu 
street. At the Union was another dis- 
trict school over a store near ".he site 
of the present Miner school but on the 
opposite side of the road and nearer 
the bridge. Later a school house was 
built near the Eclipse mill. Among the 
teachers of this school at 
different 


times were Miss Clara Ann Robinson, 
afterwards Mrs. Marshall, and Mr. 
Cheney a student from Williams co'- 
lege. Mr. Cheney was an excellent 
teacher, much liked by the pupils not- 
withstanding occasional threats of cut- 
ting off their ears and similar pleasan- 
tries. 


About this time Miss 
Emerson, 


daughter of a Congregational minister 
in Conway, opened a »-/ivate or as was 
the popular term at that time, "se- 
lect school" for girls, near the site of 
the Congregational church. This was 
considered a very good school with 
abciut the same variety of instructor! 
as in the district schools together with 
elocutionary exercises, called "speak- 
ing pieces" once every week. To assist 
the pupils in their studies she had an 
orrery and numeral frames wnich were 
a novelty at that time. Among Miss 
Emerson's pupils were Lilias Putnam, 
Norman and her sisters,"Lucv and Ann 
Eliza, the latter of whom eventually 
became tho wife of Miss Emerson's 
brother. Margaret Turner and Eliza- 
beth Turner Ellas, two daughters of 
Deacon Bailey and two oJ Deacon 
Gould. One elocutionary effort made 
a lasting impression on some of the 
hearers, 
illustrating 'the somewhat 


primitive methods of the dajft A little 
girl was reciting from the poem of 
Mrs. 
Hemans, 


"Where, oh, where is that radiant 


shore, 


When shall we seek it and weep no 


more?" 


When a comiwnion recited th* re- 


frain, "It is there, it 1» there, my 
child," the first one ran to the win- 
dow to look for it. This mijht be call- 
ed realistic elocution. Miss Emerson 


ntinued her very pleasant school 


for some three years, when ahe was 
engulfed in the sea of matrimony, per- 
suaded to that rash deed by a young 
minister, Rev. 
Reed. During this 


time there were district schools In 
various parts of the trowing village, 
one In the "white school house," built 
in 1802 on the site of the Baptist cha- 
pel, one on Center street, one at Bates 
factory on River street and the Union 
school There were also schools at 
Braytonville, Wells district and the 
Beaver. 
In the Wells district Lucy 


Lyon, (nelce of the famous Marv 
I-jvm), Nathan Babbitt of Savoy, af- 
terward* Dr. Babbitt of ibis town. 


Rachel Towastey, Oliva Norton. Ollvt 
King and Louise Varttn taught at 
various times. 
Ona custom of this 


school was after spelling in a line, the 
scholars w*n reaulNd On* by one to 
spell their own name and to tell the 
names of thalr town, county and state, 
governor and oreeldent. 
The oldest 


scholar* "spoke piece*" every week. 
On* only of these elocutionary efforts 
made a lasting impression, when one 
of the largest boys in school distin- 
guished himself by gravely reciting. 
"You'd scarce expect one of my age. 
To apeak in public on the stag*." 


On the early records of this, school, 


before the dates of the teachers men- 
tioned above, are found the names of 
these pupils—Orson Wells 
with his 


brother and sisters; Zeruah Phillips 
(afterwards Mrs. Orson Wells); Sal- 
mon Burlmgame and sisters; Elisha 
and Hezakiahr Kingsley. the Coles and 
Wilmarths, the Deans. Among those 
who mught select schools for girls 
was Miss Harris, a pupil from Shel- 
burne Falls academy, kept by Rev. 
John Alden, afterwards pastor of tho 
North Adams Baptist church. She. 
taught in the Franklin, building, on 
the present si*e 
of the 
Methodist 


church. 
A similar school was ke:it 


by Mrs. Chapman, in the building 
known as the "Brick Row," cTnev of 
Main and Church streets. Another 
teacher was Miss Eliza Ripley, after- 
wards Mrs. Timothy Dean, also from 
Mr. Alden's academy. Later there was 
a district school in the "Brick Row,'1 
taught by Mr. Stevens, a Willams col- 
lege student Among the pupils in this 
schools were Shubael Brayton, Edward 
Tinker and Mary Chase Bli&s. About 
this time Mr. Button had a ceosra- 
phy school evenings, in, the Arcade, 
Main street, a brick building on the 
site of the Wilson house In this school 
maps having the geographical divi- 
sions marked out, but without names 
were hung1 about the room and as the 
teacher pointed, the pupils recited the 
names twice from memory, after the 
manner of Adam naming the animals 
in the Garden of Eden. This mode of 
teaching was very popu^ir and amus- 
ing for a time but soon lost its novelty. 
At the close of the 
"geography 


school" Mr. Sutton joined Miss Harris 
in opening a select school in the "brick 
row." A Mr. Bowdota who first taught 
a singing school in North Adams af- 
terwards taught a select school, also in 
the "Brick row." In these various 
schools both district and select the 
courses of study were practically uni- 
form except that Miss Harris and Mrs. 
Chapman introduced into their private 
schools embroidery, painting and cal- 
isthenics. 
About the year 1838, Mr. 


Emerson, brother of the Miss Emerson 
before mentioned opened a school in. 
the Arcade. Mr. Emerson wa» a well 
educated man and a good teacher pre- 
paring students for college. Among 
the pupils were Shubael Brayton, Ed- 
ward Tinker, the two Bowerman boys 
called Bowerman 1st, (Samuel) and 
Bowerman 2nd (David), James T. Rob- 
inson, Quincy Robinson, Sarah Robin- 
son Penniman, Eliza Robinson Thayer, 
Susan Blackinton Fisher, Sarah Wells 
Brayton, Harriet Hodges Cady, Susan 
Turner Bryant. Mary Chase Bliss, 
Elizabeth 
Damon, 
Caroline 
Smith 


Mills, Homer A. and Hiram Smith and 
Mortimer Whitaker. This was prob- 
ably the best school that had ever been 
kept in North Adams up to that date 
for Mr. Emerson, In a measure, anti- 
cipated modern methods. His teaching 
was not simply question and answer, 
or reciting by rote," but he often took 
the lesson as a whole discussing it and 
bringing in correlative topics, so giving 
larger views and broadening the gen- 
eral intelligence. This excellent school 
continued several years closing with 
Mr. Emerson's much regretted 
de- 


parture from North Adams. Later Mr. 
Isaac Holman, after teaching in the 
district school 
o^ Centerstreet, re- 


opened the select school in the Arcade. 
Mr. Holman was a man of sterling 
worth, teaching well; punishing cul- 
prits in many unique ways. Some of 
his old pupils may possibly remember 
going through the "nine changes" 
with startling rapidity. It is said that 
an old pupil who had held a grudge 
against Mr. Holman returned when a 
man to avenge himself. Finding Mr. 
Kolman in a field, the former j>upil ex- 
plained his purpose, saying he bad 
come back to take vengeance, where- 
upon hia old master, Mr. Holman, 
calmly reached out one of his strong 
arms and threw his former pupil into 
the river. Mr. Holman'a methods in 
school were just as direct and sum- 
mary as this reply to his old pupil. His 
school closed 
as did other schools 


with the opening of Drury academy. 
As for school books, the older pupils 
used Rhetorical Reader both for class 
work and declamation—Olney's geo- 
graphy -was the one most used—the 
grammar was Smith's with daily ex- 
ercise in "parsing" obscure passages 
in Milton's Paradise Lost and Young's 
Night Thoughts. Woe to the teacher 
who couldn't chase her wandering sub- 
ject through the labyrinth of Miltonic 
poetry or seize her predicate on the 
wing. The verdict of the scholars, "she 
doesn't 
know how to parse" 
was 


equivalent to "guilty in the first de- 
gree." The spelling of our mysterious 
English language was cultivated with 
great care aided by Mr. Webster (not 
Daniel). Saturday forenoons (for there 
was a Saturday session) was closed 
by a "spelling match" when the pupils 
chose sides, or tried to spell one an- 
other "down. This was a lively and ex- 
citing episode. Were the pupils of to- 
day to try it, possibly they might find 
that they cannot spell as well as their 
fathers and mothers did. The great dif- 
ference 
between 
the 
teaching of 


mathematics now and then lies in the 
study of mental arithmetic. In those 
early days Colburn was held to be a 
bright and shining light—his little book 
was used constantly, side by side with 
Adams' written arithmetic resulting in 
great accuracy and quickness. Tlie 
teachers boarded around, going from 
house to house, the time of their stay 
varying acordlng to the number of pu- 
pils in a family. If "variety is the epice 
of lite" then the food of the touchers 
must have been highly seasoned. Dur- 
ng these early years, many other 
teachers came and went with the re- 
curring seasons. Miss Henrv taught 
the Centre street school for a time, 
Miw Ames of Lee, taught a select 
school in the Arcade, 
Miss Esther 


Dean taught for many years In va- 
rious districts. Hiss Townsley from 
Shelburne Fall* academy and 
Mlsa 


nr were also among the teachers. 


The last day of these early school* was 
generally made an occaalon for some 
special exercises. The teacher often 
made an address commending Indus- 
trious pupils, distributing' to the worthy 
praise and presents. Mlse Thayer af- 
terward* lira. Truman Paul, mother of

old 
cemetery; 


grounds, corner of Brown street. Later 
Maria Paul taught in this buildine. 
Still later, in the same building. Miss 
Bowen of Shelburne Falls, now Mrs. 
Jerome Jackson, taught a select school 
which was very successful and pop- 
ular. 


Of an earlier date than anv schools 


within present recollecdon, are sev- 
eral others known only by tradition. 
Just beyond the Harrison farm was a 
very old school house, probably the 
oldest one In town. Among1 the pupils 
of this school were tlie children of Wil- 
liam Farrand, one of whom was af- 
terwards Mrs. Joseph Darby, about 
the year 1780. Later, a school house 
was built nearer the "Boyjg' Factory," 
now Blackinton, and the old one was 
no longer used. In the village itself 
the first school was opened about the 
year 1SOO, in the i>orch of the old meet- 
ing house, now standing in the rear 
of the Baptist church, Miss Eebecca 
Morse being the teacher. 


In gathering up these reminigcenses 


it is very plain that in the old fashion- 
ed schools of other days a great deal 
of good, solid work was done. There 
was less machinery, less of the me- 
chanical, but more individual work on 
the part of the pupils and more inti- 
mate contact of mind and mind be- 
tween teacher and pupil. 
There was 


leas help and more persevering study. 
While the new methods of today are 
good all the good methods are not new. 
To have good schools has always been 
one of the chief desires of the people 
of North Adams. While they have 
worked with skill, energy and success 
to better their fortunes thev have al- 
ways been, eager to have the schools 
keep pace with all improvments. Con- 
stant thought has been given to im- 
proved school houses, curricula and 
teachers. The schools of the present 
time are the noble results of this un- 
ceasing care. Today many of the 
school buildings of North Adams in 
beauty of architecture and Defection 
of detail, might serve as models for 
any city. North Adams, while still a 
small village, had its high school, jfree 
to all, 30 years before one was estab- 
lished by that great metropolis, New 
York city.

Rev. C. E. Burke is making arrange- 


ments for the consecration, of th« new 
St. Joaeph'a cemetery, which will take 
place on Sunday afternoon, June 17 and 
while the details are not completed, the 
occasion will be one of the moat im- 
pressive in the recent history of St. 
Francis* parish. 
Bishop Heaven of 


Springfield will be present to perform 
the consecration 
ceremony, and a 


Jesuit father from Holy Cro«» college 
will deliver the sermon. 


The exercises will take place around 


a platform to be erected at the brow of 
the hill in the cemetery, near the large 
cross which now at&nd* there. There 
will be a parade of all the Catholic so- 
cieties in the city, from St. Francis' 
church to the cemetery, and a. band will 
in all probability be secured. The 
choir will also take part with several 
selections, singing "De Profundis" and 
"Benedictus." 


Work Is now in progress »t the ceme- 


tery, improf ing it and laying; out the 
drives and lots. The plans for the 
cemetery were prepared by Civil En- 
gineer H. P. Unnel, under whose di- 
rections the work is being done» and in- 
dicate that the new cemetery will be 
one of the most beautiful in this part 
of the country. 


The main entrance will be about in 


the center of the front on South Church 
street, and will be nearly opposite the 
north end of the Southview cemetery 
on the other side of the street. A 30 
foot driveway will extend in about 300 
feet, where It will be met by an 18 foot 
drive from the north entrance from 
Church street. A four foot grass plot 
will extend along both of the main 
driveway, and three foot grass plots on 
each side of the other drives. From its 
union with the drive from the entrance, 
the main drive will extend back in a 
circle, passing around the entire ceme- 
tery. There will be graceful curves, 
and so far as possible the grades will 
be easy. 


From the Phillips road which goes by 


the south end of the cemetery, there 
will be two entrances. At the first en- 
trance, the vault will be placed. 


On one of the highest pofnts of the 


cemetery, about three fourths of the 
distance from Church street to the 
back of the cemetery, will be the lot 
reserved for the graves of prtoats. 
This will be circular in shape, with a 
diameter of 56 feet, and will be sur- 
rounded by an eight-foot drive. There 
will also be room for plants and shrub- 
bery about it. In the center of this 
plot is a large natural boulder, ex- 
tending 6 feet out of the ground and 
being about 12 by 16 feet in size. Tn the 
top of this boulder will be fixed a large 
metal cross. 


From opposite the center of flhe 


priests' plot a drive -vrill run across 
the cemetery from north to south, con- 
necting the two branches of the main 
driveway. 


The lots inside the circular drive will 


be 20 by 24 feet ira size and those out- 
side will be 18 by 18 feet. There will 
be 1200 lots In the cemetery, with room 
for about 15,000 sravrss. 


One feature of the cemetery will be 


that there will be no mounds. Each 
grave will be leveled with the sur- 
rounding ground, and the paths, which 
will be four feet wide In most cases, 
but six feet wide sometimes, will be 
of grassi rather than gravel. The re- 
sult will be that the entire cemetery 
will present the appearance of a great 
lawn. At Irregular shaped places where 
convenient there will be placpg reserved 
for flowers, shrubbery and seals. 


The markers for the graves will be 


of terra cotta, and will be set out of 
the ground only about an inch. 


The cemetery includes a number of 


pine trees, and other trees will be set 
out, 
so as the land ris"es back from 


the street, with the Improvements de- 
scribed, St. Joseph's cemetery will be 
one of the most beautiful places about 
the city.

any terms, as the surrsudao of th*<town 
must be unconditional. I asked for a 
reply by daybreak, ae I haft ordered the 
troops to march on the town as aooo aa 
it was light 


"In his reply Botfca tola me tbaf>he 


had decided not to defend Pretoria and 
that ho trusted the women, children end 
property would be protected. At 1 a. m. 
today, while on the line of march, I waa 
met by three of the principal officiate 
with a flag of truce, stating their wish to 
surrender the town. 


"It was arranged that Pretoria ahould 


be taken possession of by her majesty's 
troops at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 


"Mrs. 
Botha and Mrs. Kruger are both 


in Pretoria. Some few of the British 
prisoners have been taken away, but 
the majority are still at Waterval. Over 
a hundred of the officers are in Pretoria. 
The few I have seen are looking well." 


Following is the text of the dispatch 


from Lord Roberts announcing the dis- 
aster to the Thirteenth battalion, of the 
imperial yeomany: 
"Pretoria Station, June 5, IJfeW p. TO.— 


I regret to report that the Thirteenth 
imperial yeomany had to surrender to a 
very superior force of the enemy on May 
31 near Lindley On receiving informa- 
tion of the battalion being attacked I 
ordered Methuen to proceed With ail 
speed to its assistance. 


"Methuen was then on the march, on 


the H«llbron side of Kroonetad, and 
half an houi after th* receipt <rf my tele- 
gram, on June 1, he started off. By 10 
a. m. of the following day he had 
marched 44 miles In £5 houna, but ha we* 
too late to rescue Colonel Spracgt/a 
yeomanry. 


"Methuen attacked the Boom, wfc» 


were between 2000 and 3000 strong, and 
after a running fight of ftve hour* com- 
pletely routed th* enemy. 


"It Is a very regr«table oirotunBtanoes, 


but I trust It will not be very long befoM 
the Irish yeomanry ara rateagad from 
captivity." 


Lord Roberta' postscript, announcing 


the Iocs of the yeomanry battalion cane 
too late for the public to know K laat 
evening. The newspaper commentator* 
consider the incident deplorable, but as 
having no weight to speak of in th* re- 
sult. Tha battalion numbered between 
400 and 600. 


General Botha and most of his men got 


away from Pretoria. This is inferred 
from Lord Roberts' message, but th* 
presumption is that the Boer command- 
ant general cannot escape th* BriUah 
dispositions without a fight.

City Council Fails to Give 


Apporpriation the Re- 


quired Majority 


WILL RECONSIDER THE VOTE 


Prospect That Appropriation Will be 


Passed at July Council Meeting, 


Hot Debate on Subject, With 


Much Law and Sarcasm 


The city council last evening killed 


the band concert appropriation of $600, 
and then brought it to life again. Both 
processes were attended with very 
warm debates, led by Councilman Den- 
nett against the appropriation and by 
Councilman Braceweli in favor of the 
appropriation. 


The first vote taken defeated the ap- 


propriation by failing to give It the 
majority vote of the entire council re- 
quired by the charter for carrying an 
appropriation of the kind. There were 
14 members present, all of whom voted 
except President Whitaker. The vote 
was 9 to 4, as follows: In favor, Bar- 
nard, 
Bonner, Braceweli, 
Craswell, 


Gallup, Hunter, O'Connor, Pead, "Whit- 
ney; 
against, Amaclon, Dennett, Gove, 


Perry. 


Following this vote 
Councilman 


Braceweli moved to reconsider, 
and 


this was carried. It was then moved 
that the matter be brought up at the 
next meeting, and this was also car- 
ried. The council will therefore have 
another chance to vote on the matter, 
and it is probable that another warm 
fight will follow. There are 11 votes 
required to carry the 
appropriation, 


being a majority of the entire council 
of 21 members, and the general im- 
pression is that the appropriation will 
be passed at that time. 


Mr. Dennett Read* La\* 


When the second reading of the or- 


der for the appropriation was called 
for, Col. Braceweli moved that it be 
passed. 


Mr. Dennett then ros«, armed jwith 


two large sized law bodks, and re- 
marking that he had no apology to 
make for the amount of time he was 
goin,g to consume, in view of the im- 
portance of the subject, plunged into 
the debate. 


He said that there was no more im- 


portant matter than the expenditure of 
the people's money, especially 
where 


there was a question as to the legality 
of the method. 
He had high respect 


for the city solicitor, but did not think 
that the council was bound to follow 
the latter's opinion. "If our solicitor 
was called as counsel to argue again— 
this appropriation," said Mr. Dennett, 
"he could doubtless make an able ar- 
gument in opposition to it." 


Mr. Dennett then read a decision of 


Judge Bigelow bearing on the case, in 
which the judge took the ground that 
a city had no right to make an appro- 
priation for' a Fourth of July celebra- 
tion. Mr. Dennett admitted that since 
this decision had been rendered another 
law had been passed bearing on the 
special point decided, but ^hat the 
principles expressed held good in this 
case. Judge Bigelow held that a city 
had no power to appropriate money 
for purposes other than those conferred 
by the act under which the cities were 
<:•:cited, and that there was no other 
way to restrain majorities from spend- 
ing money foolishly. 


He then read the decision from Judge 


Holmes, which has been so much 
quoted in this city during the last two 
years. 
This decision is based on a 


special act passed since Judge Bige- 
low's decision was 
rendered, which 


says that city councils may appro- 
priate money for armories, "for the 
celebration cf holidays, and for other 
public purposes." The city of Taunton 
passed an appropriation for band con- 
certs under this act, and 10 citizens of 
the' city petitioned for an injunction. 
Judge Holmes said in his decision, which 
was read by Mr. Dennett: 


"The word 'other' implies that the 


celebration of holidays is a public pur- 
pose within the meaning of the act, 
and indicates that the purposes which 
are public only in that sense are in- 
cluded within its scope, although they 
look rather more obviously to in- 
creasing the picturesqueness and in- 
terest of life than to the satisfaction of 
rudimentary wants, which alone we 
generally recognize as necessary. We 
know of no simple and merely logical 
lest by which the limit can be fixed. It 
must 1 •? determined by practical con- 
siderations. 
The question is one of 


degree. But, in reply to the petitioners' 
argument, we may say that, if the pur- 
pose is w'thin the act, we do not see 
why the city council- may not create 
the occasion. Taking into account the 
history and language of the act, the 
safeguards attached to the exercise of 
the power, the smallness of th& sum 
allowed to be expended, and the fact 
that it has long been assumed to be 
within the power of cities to give such 
concerts in the open air, we are not 
prepared to say that a case is presem- 
c\i d r an injunction." 


After i eading this, Mr. Dennett point- 


ed r.i't the indefinite nature of ihe de- 
ci«ion. and reld that when one ludge 
was arrayed against another like this, 
there was a doubt about the legality 
of the appropriation that should de- 
feat it. And a judge is not Infallible, 
being only a lawyer. 


He also said that we did not know 


that the city wanted band concerts, 
and asked if it was policy to pass the 
appropriation even if it was legal. If it 
is a benefit, he asked, how many people 
benefit from it? Such a thing should be 
general, but the majority of the people 
in the city do not benefit by the con- 
certs. 


He ridiculed the argument that the 


concerts were instructive, asking what 
instruction there was in "There'll be 
a hot time In the old town tonight?" 
He said that when a person was study- 
ing music, he went to a teacher, and 
not 
to 
the 
band concerts. 
These 


pleased the young people, but that WM 
all. 


13,000 People Attend Concert* 


Several councilman had been fid- 


geting in their seats during this speech, 
and Councilman Whitney was the first 
to reach the floor at lt» close, with 
Col. Braceweli a close second. 


Mr. Whitney resented the statement 


that the people did not want the con- 
certs. Go through the crowds who at- 
tend, he aaid, and you will see that It 
la not only the young people, but mid- 
dle-aged people of the b*st clasg in the 


city who are there. The majority of 
the people in the city attend the con- 
certs at one time or another during the 
summer. It is not all for amusement, 
and the previous speaker had no right 
to ilken the concerts to "a monkey on 
a pole." The concerts were Instructive, 
and not all the people could- afford to 
hire music teachers for their children. 
The majority could not, and we should 
remember this in providing for their 
instruction. 


Col. Ilimcewell'* ••rcaun 


Col. 
Braceweli turned himself loose 


upon Mr. Dennett for a short time. The 
gentleman has had weeks to prepare 
himself for this effort, said Col. Brace- 
well, and we thought we should have 
heard something that was worth while. 
But what have we heard? Merely that 
the decision of the 
chief justice is 


worthless because the chief justice is 
nothing but a lawyer. I have talked 
with the city solicitor on this matter, 
and I respect him and his opinion. I 
do not think he would argue against 
this appropriation for a fee of thou- 
sands. If there is a doubt on this mat- 
ter, give the people the benefit of the 
doubt. Let us not prove ourselves 
cowards on the last call. 


Beaching a Vote 


Jttr. Dennett rose to answer a few of 


the statements of the two speakers on 
the other side. He repeated his offer 
of the month before to be one of 20 to 
pay the amount needed to provide the 
concerts. Keferring to the "monkey on 
a pole" simile, he said that if the coun- 
c'l had a right to vote money for the 
amusement of the public, it surely has 
.a right to decide on what amusement 
should be given. As to making light 
of tne opinion of the judge simply be- 
cause he was a lawyer, he said he had 
merely quoted two differing opinions, 
aiid shown the doubt that there was 
on the question. 


The vote was then called for, and the 


roll was called with the result given 
above. President Whitaker announced 
that the order was lost, the required 
number not having voted for it. 


Voted to Reconsider Next SlomU 


There was a surprised pause on the 


port of the council, for this result was 
evidently quite unexpected, and then 
Co:. Braceweli rose. President Whit- 
aker slipped a cog here, and recog- 
nized him by the wrong name, saying 
"Councilman Dennett." 


"NO SIR," thundered the colonel, and 


President Whitaker corrected himself, 


Colonel Braceweli said he wanted to 


make one more effort for the appro- 
priation, and moved to reconsider. 


Mr. Dennett was after him with a 


point of order, that a member who had 
voted on the losing side could not move 
to reconsider. This, while "according 
to Hoyle," was not according to- a 
special provision in the city charter, 
and Col. Bracewell was declared in 
order. The vote on reconsideration was 
10 in favor, Mr. Dennett voting with 
the losing majority.. He asked a mo- 
ment 
afterward, .however, if Col. 


BraceTfell had not moved' to refer the 
matter to the "next council," which ex- 
plained his vote on this, as he said he 
was perfectly willing to let it go over 
a year. This was an error, however, 
and the motion was then made that the 
matter be referred to the next meet- 
ing of the council, which was carried. 


This closed the Incident for a time, 


but just before the meeting adjourned, 
Mr. Dennett rose to explain that he 
had not several weeks preparation for 
his effort, saying that he did not begin 
to prepare himself till 5 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. 


Col. Bracewell retorted that when a 


man started in to set himself up against 
the city solicitor he supposed there 
would be pretty careful preparation. 


"I move we adjourn," broke in Coun- 


cilman Perry, which ended the discus- 
sion with a general laugh. 


Other Council Bn»lne«» 


It was voted without discussion to 


have the committee on ordinances 
consolidate and revise all the ordi- 
nances, to make them into the revised 
ordinances of 1900. 


The Arnold print works was given 


permission to build an addition to one 
of its brick buildings, and to put an- 
other floor in the brick store house, to 
be used for work rooms and storage. 
These petitions were referred when 
presented to the committee on build- 
ings, which was all ready to report 
favorably, and there was no discussion 
on the matters at all. 


More time was given the committee 


on streets on the question of accepting 
School, Williams and Cady streets. 


The commissioner of public works 


was instructed to see that all 
the 


posts for electric wires in the city were 
•kept in good condition and painted, 
according to a petition received at the 
last meeting.

term of the superior court which sits 
June 25 were drawn: Homer A. Chil- 
son of 208 East Main street; John H. 
Adams of South Church street; Alfred' 
V. Ilg of 21 Glenn avenue, William H.

Ives of 9 Holclen street, Thomas J, 
Cavanougb of Bradford street 


The councilmen who were absent 


from 
the meeting were: Braman, 


Broderick, Hastings, Ladatn, Mignault, 
Rice and Sykes. 


The County Commissioners 


The county commissioners held their 


meeting in PUtsfield yesterday and the 
full board was present. Louis Burns 
of Pittsfleld petitioned for an abate- 
ment of taxes, and a hearing on the 
same was set f»r the next regular 
meeting in July. The petition grew out 
of the Pittsfleld assessors levying taxes 
on certain mortgages, 
aggregating 


about $2500, which Mr. Burns claims he 
took for security on notes bearing his 
indorsement and for which he holds 
that the assessment of $42 is unjust. 


The board received a partial report 


of the work done by Civil Engineer 
Harvey E. Jenks on the road to the 
summit of Greylock, and decided to go 
over the proposed route Friday. As 
soon as possible an estimate will be 
secured of the coat of construction, and 
It ia probable the contract will be let 
the latter part of the month. 


The following bills were approved be- 


fore adjournment: County, $1241; dis- 
trict court, $76; commitment of insane, 
$123.

The commit- 
tee on labor reported against the bill 
with a number of dissenters. Mr. 
Cook of Milford said that he believed 
that the welfare of those operatives al. 
ready was suffiriently protected, while 
Mr. Cluer of Lowell said that the peo- 
ple- in this city wanted the opportunity 
to work. Mr. Carey of Haverhill, Mr. 
Dean of Wakefield and Mr. Donahoe 
of Fall River, urged the passage of the 
bill, but it finally was rejected by a 
vote of 106 to 84.

He said that he had been 
offered patronage of his office by the 
superintendent of streets of Boston, if 
hf would change his vote on the bill. 
The declaration of Mr. Douglass goes 
beyond anything that was known or 
suggested publicity in the case of the 
Westminister chambers bill, and now 
it remains to be seen whether the com- 
mittee on rules will hold a meeting- 
over the case, or whether there will be 
an investigation of the superintendent 
of streets.
